VANCOUVER. 

Vanoouvbb, Juno 30.— Frank Baldwin 
tired five shots at George Ashtou at Loba 
lulot logging oamp mid escaped. No one 
was hurt. 

The Comox passed by a large red buoy off 
Pender Harbor, unauehorctl, marked "Can- 
ada, No. ;!." It is thought to be from the 
Fraser River. 

When out limiting on Sunday at Mo- 
Kimm's camp, Port Neville, August Mar- 
rion aceiiUntly shot \V. Murray in the arm, 
indicting a very bad wound. Murray was 
taken tn tho Westminster hospital. 

Geo. Martin, chief clerk at Shannon & 
McLachlan's, was married to Isabel Ruther- 
ford this morning iu St. Andrew's church. 

Supt. Abbott, of tho C.P.B., states that 
the despatch from San Francisco that thiec 
steamers would be put on to ply between 
here and Australia, is incorrect. 

Flags were flying at half mast, to-day. 
Little else was talked of than the death of 
the Premier. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Ni w Westminster, June 30.— At Point 
Neville, yetterday, a logger named Murray 
was accidentally shot through tho arm by a 
glancing bullet, from the rifle of a compan- 
ion, who shot at a bird. lie was put into a 
boat by his companions and brought down 
to Westminster to-day by a tug, which 
picked them up. Murray was in .m ex- 
hausted coudition when taken to St. Mary's 
Hospital, this morning, and is badly hurt, 
but amputation is t ot considered necessary. 

The estimates for the year us adopted by 
the City Council, are: Income, $132,575; 
expenditure, $131,251. The rate of tax- 
ation is 15 mills net. 

It is intended to try to get up a'publie 
meeting, to obtain opinions on the action of 
the Dominion Government in not making 
appropriations iu tho estimates for the new 
drill shed.

News wag received, to-day, that only one 
man was drowned at the Mission, yester- 
day. His name was J. Taylor. He went 
bathing in the slough with a companion 
named Hurris, and went beyond his depth, 
floating on heedless of advice. He finally 
slipped oil' and was drowned. The body 
was recovered. 

Coroner Pittendrigh went to-day to Yale 
to hold a post mortem on the Indian who 
was found murdered at Hope yesterday. 

Sally Thomas, colored, who was brought 
back from Nanaimo yesterday by Chief 
Huston, on a charge of stealing $500 from 
Nelly Parnell, was discharged to-day, there 
not being enough evidence. 

H. F. Clinton aud Gray Raymond go to- 
morrow to Vancouver as delegates Irom the 
Westminster Cricket club, to try to make 
arrangements to send a. team on the tour of 
California this summer.

THE JUNEAU AFFAIR. 

Letter Showing That the Alleged Massacre 
was u Myth— Dr. Jackson Safe. 

Carlisi.k, Pa., Juno 30.— Dr. Norcross 
bus received a letter from his brothcr-in- 
Iaw, Rev. Dr. Sheldon Juckson, superin- 
tendent of missions and Government schools 
in Alaska, dated Ounalaska, May 23, in 
which he writes: "We reached here yes- 
terday, eight and a half days from Port 
Townsend. The Boar is coaling and hopes 
to get off for the seal islands by Friday. 
The Methodist mission is doing as well as 
could bo expected. Tho reindeer we left 
are alive and doing well." This letter was 
written four days after the alleged massacre 
at Juneau. The reindeer referred to were 
imported from Siberia a year ago.

Vancouver the Centre of Provincial 
Celebrations in Honor of 
Canada's Birthday.

To those who desire to recognize in 
some special manner the birthday of United 
Canada, many avenues are open. Excurs- 
ions, picnics and entertainments — all oiler 
their varied attractions to those on pict- 
ure bent, and none need luck opportunity to 
select the recreation most suiiud to their 
taste, and enjoy themselves therein. 

A large number will of course attend the 
formal celebration at Vancouver. To such 
as these there are afforded the Islander and 
Vosemite excursions. The Islander left 
last night with an immense crowd of pleas- 
ure seekers who were going over to Van- 
couver, and returning, will leave Vancouver 
at 9 p. m. The Vosemite leaves this morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock, and will make another trip 
to-morrow leaving at 2 a. m. 

In the terminal city the day's doings will 
open with a grand musical festival on the 
grounds of the Hotel Vancouver; four bands 
and 1,000 voices will go to Bwell the chorus 
of sweet sound.

The City Council Dispose of Regular 
Business in Special 
Session. 



Defective Drainage Discussed— .John 
llaggcrty's Claim - The Sid- 
ney Railway. 



Aid. Milan's little joke, "This is slower 
than raising the San Pedro," and Aid. 
Stylos' suggestion of an adjournment to the 
Driard for lunch, were the only oasis in the 
Council proceedings of yesterday. The ses- 
sion was a long and dreary one, routine 
business dragging tediously along hour after 
hour. 

Communications occupied tho first hour 
and a half, being taken up in the following 
order : 

John Bradeu wrote asking permission to 
make a connection between his plot and the 
water main at Ross Bay cemetery. Tho 
request was granted, the Water committee 
to have the supervision of the work. 

A complaint was received from J. 
Pottinger of an open drain on Superior 
street, with which a resident hud made 
closet, connection. Referred to the Sanitary 
committee and sanitary officer, with power 
to act. 

President Robertson, on behalf of tho 
officers and members of the St. Andrews 
and Caledoniau Society, invited the Council 
to attend tho annual tournament of the 
clans at tho Caledonian Grounds, on July 4. 
Accepted with thanks. 

Application was made by W. McDowell, 
of Menzies street, for a deed of tho one foot 
of land, lot 1015, block 17, that he pur- 
chased at a tax sale. The Mayor explained 
the forms which, in Buch cases, the statute 
said should be carried out, and the City 
Clerk was instructed to communicate with 
tho petitioner informing him of tho pro- 
cedure necessary, as laid down in the 
Municipal Act. 

D. J. King, hon. secretary of tho Vic- 
toria Lacrosse club, enclosed a unanimous 
resolution of thanks for the use of tho Coun- 
cil chambers for the holding of meetings on 
June 21 and 23. The communication aud 
resolutiom were received and filed. 

Damages were claimed by Mr. Andrew 
Gray on account of a patient with smallpox 
being taken to and cared for in one of his 
eabins. 

Ald Styles explained that tho man had 
no right in the cabin, and his sickness there 
had driven away all the petitioner's tenants. 

Mayor Bkavkn had hoard a different 
story, and 

Ald. Lovkll thought that the claim was 
one that could receive no consideration — to 
deal with it at all would be creating a bad 
precedent. 

Ald. McKillican thought a lawsuit was 
inevitable, and advised that tho matter be 
placed in the hands of the city solicitors and 
Finance committee. This course was adop- 
ted with reuard to Mr. Gray's communica- 
tion, as well ai with one from Mr. Carpen- 
ter, similar in tenor. 

An invitation for the Board to participate 
in the Independence Day celebration at 
New Whatcom, was received, but as invita- 
tions to Tacotna, and to tho Caledonian So- 
ciety picnic, at home, had previously been 
accepted, and as the C mncil could not be in 
more than two pluce3 at once, the letter was 
merely acknowledged with thanks. 

A report from tho city engineer, in ref- 
erence to disputed surveys of the corpora- 
tion gravel pit property, was read, received 
and action taken in the direction of secur- 
ing correct lines. 

Aid. Styles called the attention of tho 
board to the|fact that the purchasersof gravel 
pit lots at tho recent sale had been unable 
to obtain their deeds, although their good 
money had been paid into the treasury. 
He thought the deeds should be forthcom- 
ing or the purchase money should be re- 
turned. 

The MAYOR denied that any difficulty ex- 
isted in regtrd to the issuo of deeds, and 
explained the course necessary to secure 
them. 

An unpleasant and unhealthy smell on 
Yates street, hetweet Broad and Douglai 
streets, was complained of by the resident 
storekeepers most particularly concerned. 
The sanitary officer was requested to havu 
the nuisauue abated. 

D. W. Hit-gins, for the N.E T. & L Co., 
wrote to say that the claim of Mr. Earle for 
a horse "electrocuted," would be laid be- 
fore the directors at their first meeting. 
The letter was received and filed. 

Thk City Clhkk reported that com- 
munications referring to the construction of 
a sidewalk on North Pembroke street, and 
to tho impassable condition of Aviioln road, 
had been referred to the Street Committee. 
Received and filed. 

Chief Dea-y called attention to the great 
danger from fire, owing to the insufficient 
supply of wiiter, and the fire engines being 
out of condition, and asked that all street' 
and lawn sprinkling should be suspended on 
the sounding of an alarm. 

Mayor Beaten enquired if it was trne 
that the city had no fire engines — he thought 
there were two. 

Ald. Styles explained that there were 
two engines, but that one was regarded 
more as an ornament than as a useful im- 
plement. 

The Chief Engineer's communication was 
referred to the Water com mitte and Fire 
Wardens for action and report. . 

Ald McKilucan again referred to the 
necessity of laying a 12-inch main on Gov- 
ernment street, and said that the matter 
would receive the immediate consideration 
of tho Water committee. 

Ald. Bk.uk: explained that only one 
engine — the John Grant— was at present 
kept "alivu "j what Chief Deasp wanted 
whs lo have both engines in service, so that 
the ono enuld be employed in pumping to 
keep up the pressure. 

Residents of the Work estate to the num- 
ber of upwards of one hundred complained 
that the ravine passing through that sec- 
tion had been convert od inl<> an open eewer, 
filled with poisonous anil offensive matter, 
causing sickness in the neighborhood. The 
petitioners said that their homes were he- 
lue turned into hospitals, and urged that 
immediate action be taken. 

AJLD BAKER thought the offence was 
fully us bud as stated and moved that the 
city engineer be instructed to at once esti- 
mate the cost of suitable drain to abate 
the nuisance. 

Ald. Styles seconded the motion, ex- 
plaining that immediate action was ucces- 
bary. and 

A t.ii LnvKLL could not see any course 
open but to inform tho petitioners that 
there was do money in the treasury for pro- 
serving the public health - it was all 
needed for the rock work at Church Hill. 

Tho motion prevailed. 

R. II. Jameson and Thomas Howell 
urged that tho Council make tho exemption 
of improvements from taxation a permanent 
arrangement, referring at considerable 
length to recent legislation on tho subject, 

Mayor Bjiavkn was quite in ncsord with 



tho petitioners, if what they wanted could 
be accomplished. 

Ald Mu.nn — That is just the point. 

The communication was tabled until the 
rate by-law shall bo boforo tho Council for 
consideration. 

COMMITTEE UKI'ORTS. 

Tho Finance committee camo to tho Coun- 
cil for confirmation of expenditures totalling 
$i(>I 25. The desired action was taken. 

Monthly accounts to the amount of 
$4,198 -l'l, were passed for payment. 

Third aud fourth reports from the Finance 
committee, recommending a refund of taxes 
on improvements to tho Misses Woods, and 
tho Increasing of the insurance on electric 
plant, were received and adopted. 

Paymont of the sum of §495 85, accounts 
contracted by previous Councils, and of 
§219.50, expense of school maintenance, was 
recommended by tho Finance committee, 
whose fifth and Bixth reports, referring 
thereto, were adopted. 

A seventh roport, presented by the Fi- 
nance committee, recommended that the 
claim of Mr. John Haggerty, for rock sup- 
plied tho Corporation, bo di- posed of by 
the payment to him of $231.62£ in full of all 
claims. 

Ald. BAKER did not think that Mr. Hag- 
gerty would accept the amount offered, and 
proceeded to review tho facts of the case. 

' The report was received and adopted, and 
the account ordered paid. 

An adjournment being urged at tho noon 
hour, the Council rose for luncheon until4:30. 

On the oponing of the afternoon Bession 
tho minutes of the meetings of Tuesday and 
Wednesday were read aud confirmed. 

The lire warden's report, rccommonding 
the repair of tho Deluge engine house, at an 
estimated cost of $450, wan next presented, 
aud the City Auditor certifying that there 
was sufficient cash on hand tbo report was 
adopted. 

Tho case of defective drainage in the 
vicinity of Alderman Humber's residence, 
which was referred to in a report of the 
Street committee, next came in for consider- 
able discussion, the Mayor explaining that 
tho report with its recommendation was not 
brought forward as the auditor said no funds 
were available. 

Ald.|Bakhr, Hall, Styles and Bragg urged 
immediate uction, the first mentioned mem- 
ber of the Board contending that sickness 
and death in the family of the absent alder- 
mau, were directly attributable to delay in 
attending to the nuisance complained of. 

The case of John Haggerty being re- 
opened by a letter from him, in which he 
declined to givo a receipt in full on pay- 
ment of tho amount tendered by the Coun- 
cil, each alderman present expressed his 
opinion on tho facts of tho caso, Aid. Baker 
suggesting that if Mr. Haggerty declined 
the sum proferred he could proceed to test 
his case by process of law. 

Ald. Lovell said that tho Finance cotr.- 
mitteo had given the claim every consider- 
ation, but if Mr. Haggerty hud any proofs 
to offer, tho committee would be pleased to 
consider them. 

Mr. Haggerty, from the audience, re- 
marked that the proof had already been 
furnished, (and added, for Aid. Lo veil's 
benefit, " There's no use of your standing 
up and lying." 

The city surveyor's action in counter- 
manding orders of the Street committee, on 
account of shortage of funds, brought down 
upon his official head tho indignation of 
each member of the committee. 

Ald. Styles said tho "Street committee 
either was a responsible body or it was 
nothing. If tho city surveyor was to be 
placed superior to the committee, with 
power to cancel what the committee did, he 
and his associates wanted to know it. 

Rules of order and .parliamentary prac- 
tice were flying through tho air f»r tho next 
fifteen minutes, preliminary to the recom- 
mittal of tho Victoria and Sidney railway 
bill. 

Mayor Heaves contended that there was 
a formal resolution to be rescinded. 

Aid. Muss held that the committee re- 
port had not been adopted by fijie council 
and consequently there was nothing to res- 
cind. 

On motion of Ald. Minn that part of the 
preamble exempting the company from 
municipal taxation, was so amended as 
to bring the railway company under such 
taration. 

Another important Amendment made was 
regarding the time limit, Aid. Muun mov- 
ing that the company be liable to a penally 
of 6100 per day for each day exceeding the 
time limit in either the commencement or 
completion of tho road, and that suoh 
penalty be recoverable in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. Instead of miking the 
by-law void in the event of there being 
Chinese employed in the work of construc- 
tion, a penally of $10 per day for each 
Chinaman so employed was inserted in the 
by-law. 

It was now 10 minutes past I! o'clock, 
ai d several of the aldermen suggested an 
adjournment for dinner. 

Ald. Muss — It will not take long to 
finish now. 

The Mayor — There is a limit to one's 
power of endurance. I have been hero all 
day long, and I should like to have uu ad- 
journment now. 

Five minutes were lost in discussing the 
proposed adjournment, wiien it was decided 
to continue in session. 

Ald Muss moved to amend clause XI, 
so as not to inako it imperative on tho com- 
pany to do more in the nutter of plans than 
to submit those having roferenee to con- 
struction within the city limits. 

The amendment was adopted. 

Ald. Muss moved a change in clause 
XII, which would have all expenses con- 
nected with the by law borne by the rate- 
p lycrt). This was agreed to. 

Ald. Muss moved that the date for sub- 
mitting the by-law be extended from the 
20th of July lo the 25th, and the change 
being approved, he proposed a change in 
the agreement, which he said had been up- 
proved of by the attorney-general. It was 
in effect, that the proceeds of the sale of 
bonds be deposited in ono or more of the 
chartered banks of Victoria on interest, and 
be drawn on the check of the railway com- 
pany, on certificate signed by the engineer 
of the company and countersigned by the 
city engineer and tho surveyor-general of 
the province, the object of drawing the 
money being duly "perilled. 

The mayor asked into whose custody the 
certificate was to pass. 

Ald. Muss ' proposed that the bank 
should hold possession of the certificates. 

The committee rose and reported the by- 
law complete with amendments, and it was 
agreed that (ho mayor ho authorized tocign 
said agreement and attach the corporate 
seal thereto. 

The council adjourned until 9 o'clock. 

The Mayor once more took the chair, at 
nine o'clock. 

ALD. MoKlLLlOAS moved the second 
reading of the Library by-law, amending 
that of 1K.HS, and the Council went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole. 

The amendment proposed was to increase 
the grant for library purposes from $1, 200 
to 83,000. 

Tho committee rose and reported the by- 
law cornplele, with amendments. 

Ald. McKillican moved tho Bocond 
reading of the Sewerage Loan by-law, 1892,

BY-LAW No. 163 



A By-Law to Repeal the "Wards By-Law, 
1890," lo Divide the City of Victoria 
into Wards, and to Define 
Their Boundaries. 



WimiiKAS under and by virtuo of section 18 of 
tho "City ofjVcitoiia Act, 1802," it is en- 
»-— acted that it shall bo lawful for tho Coun- 
cil, prior to levying an assessment for the 
year 1892, to divide the Municipality into 
wards in mob manner as the Council shall 
determine and to define tho boundaries of 
such'jwards in a by law to be passed for 
that purpose : 

Be IT TIJERRPORE kn'ACTed by the Municipal 
Council of tho Corporation of tlio City of 
Victoria as follows : 

1. Tho "Wards By-Law, 1890," is hereby re- 
pealed. 

2. The Municipality of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria shall bo divided into thro 
ward3, namoly : North Ward, Central Ward 
and South Ward. 

3. Tho said North Ward shall consist of that 
portion of land lying within tho said Muniei 
pality contained within the following boun- 
daries: CommeneinK at tho water's edjjo of 
Victoria Harbour whore it is intorsected by 
the southern boundary of Lot 130; thoneo east- 
erly along tho said southern boundary of Lot 
180 to tho centro of Store street ; thenee south- 
erly along tho centro of Storo street to the 
contre of Cormorai.t Btroet; thenco easterly 
along tho centre of Cormorant street lo Gov- 
ernment street; thenco southerly along tho 
centro of Government street to Pandora 
avenue ; thoneo along the centre of Pandora 
avenue and North Pandora street easterly to 
Harrison street.and along tho north boundaries 
of Blocks 35, 31 and 32a, and ncross BIockB 31, 
30 and 29, following tho north lino of Section 74 
easterly to Cadboro Bay road ; thence aloDg 
the centro of Oak Bayavonuo easterly to the 
eastern limits or boundary of tho City ; thenco 
following tho eastern boundary of the City, as 
laid down in tho "City of Victoria Act, 1892," 
northerly, and tho north boundaries westerly, 
to the Victoria Arm ; thenco along tho shoro ut 
tho Victoria Arm and Victoria Harbour south- 
erly to tho placo of beginning. 

Also all that portion of tho City known as 
Victoria West, and more particularly described 
as follows:— Commencing at a point whore the 
centro of Arm street intersects tho southern 
stioro of Victoria Arm; thence southerly alonis 
the centre of Arm streot to tho centro of Craig- 
llowor Road; thence easterly along tho centro 
Craigflower Road to tho centro of Morgan 
Road; thence southerly along the con ro of 
Morgan Road to the north-west corner of sec- 
tion 32; thenco along tho western boundary line 
of Sixtion 32 to tho shore of Victoria harbor; 
thence along the shoro linos of Victoria Har- 
bor and Victoria Arm and the Straits of Juan 
do Buca (including all wharves, jetties and 
buildings along the said shoro lines, and also 
including Point Ellice bridge) to the point of 
commencement. 

4. The said Contral Ward Bhnll consist of 
that portion of land within tho said Munici- 
pality contained within tho following boun- 
daries, namely :— Commencing at tho water's 
edgo of tho Victoria Harbour where intersec- 
ted by tho north boundary of tho Customs 
House property ; thenco along the said north

the northern boundary of Blocks 32a, 31 and 35, 
to north Pandora strec ; thence following to 
tho centre of North Pandora btreot nnd Pan- 
dora Avenue westerly to Government street ; 
thence along tho centre of Government stroot 
northerly to tho centre of Cormorant streot; 
thenco westerly along the ceniru uf CoitQOrant 
to Storo street ; thenco nlong the centre of 
Store street northerly lo where it is intersected 
by the south boundary of Lot 130; thenco west- 
erly along the said eouth boundary of Lot 130 
to the water's edgo of tho Victoria Harbour, 
and following tho shore of tho Victoria Har- 
bour southerly to the place of beginning. 

6. The said South Ward shall consist of that 
portion of land within tho said Municipality, 
contained within tho following boundaries, 
namoly :— Commencing at tho water's edgo o( 
the Victoria Harbour whero intersected by the 
north boundary of tho Customs House proper- 
ty.; thenco along the Bald north boundary of 
tho Customs House property easterly to the 
centre of Wharf street; thenco northerly along 
tho contre of Wharf street to tire centre of Fort 
Btrtet ; thenco easterly along the centre of Fort 
Btreot io tho north wost corner of Block 21. of 
tho Fairfield Estate; thence following the 
north lino of Blocks 24, 25, 12, 4"!, 60, 01 and 70, 
of tho aforesaid estate and along the south of 
tho boundary of Section 71, to and along the 
tho north boundary of Section 68 to tho eastorn 
limits or boundary of tho City ; thence south- 
erly following tho oastorly limits of the City as 
laid down in tho "City of Victoria Act, 1892," 
to the shore of Koul Bay.Strai'sof Jn.indoFuca;. 
thoneo following tho shores of Foul Bay, Ross 
Bay and of the said Strait] of Juan do Fuca 
westerly .and the shore of Victoria Harbour 
easterly and northerly to tho placo of begin- 
ning. 

6. This By-Law may bo cited as tho " Wards 
By-Law, 1892,"

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THIS DOMINION. 

The Dominion of Canada is a quarter of a 
century old, to-day. The infant born on 
the first of July, 18G7, is now a man, aud 
should be fit to take upon himself the duties 
and tho responsibilities of manhood. The 
growth and development of tho Dominion 
have been slower, but it has passed tho 
period nf infancy. It has grown strong, 
and there are indications that it is conscious 
of its strength and is becoming anxious 
about its future. What is going to become 
•f it when it grows older and bigger, is now- 
very frequently asked. Is it going to set 
«p an establishment of its own and become 
wholly independent ? Will it become u 
■ember, or several members, of the big 
family of States to the south of us, or will 
it cuter into partnership with the Mother 
Country on equal terms ? It is plain to 
many that the Dominion cannot remain 
very long as it is. We do not know tho 
reason of this unrest, this anxiety about 
the future, but we cauuot be blind 
to tho fact that they exist. Tho Dominion 
is doing well. Its growth and develop- 
ment have not, it is true, been very rapid, 
but they have been healthy, and there is no 
danger, immediately, ut any rate, impend- 
ing. Tho secret, perhaps, of Canadians 
being so solicitous about the future of their 
country is that they are "feeling their 
outs," so to speak, ami becoming ambitious. 
They are not satisfied with the prospect of 
continuing for an indefinite time longer to 
occupy a subordinate or a dependent posi- 
tion. We, for our part, think that they 
are very well as they are, aud that it will 
do them no harm to remain in their present 
position some time — say a quarter of a 
century —longer. But it is the nature of 
youngsters to long for a wider sphere and 
to enjoy more independence of action, and 
it is hard not to sympathize with their 
aspirations. 

It does not seem to us that the Dominion 
is prepared for independence. It has a big 
aud strong neighbor who, if it were de- 
prived of the protection of the Mother 
Country, would be inclined to bully it 
or to patronize it, and make its 
independence more a name than a reality. 
That neighbor has a giant's strength, and 
vre are disposed to believe that, if it suited 
its purposes, it would not hesitate to use it 
like a. giaut, in its dealings with so young 
and s i comparatively weak a nation as 
Canada independent would necessarily be. 

Annexation is evidently not to the taste 
of the great majority of Canadians. Famili- 
arity with republicanism has in their ease 
bred contempt. They find that republican 
institutions are not what they are cracked 
up to be. They see that, on the whole, they 
do not compare favorably with such a form 
of monarchal government as exists in Great 
Britain and in their own country. They 
find that they have all tho liberty they 
want. They are free from many evils that 
they see existing in the neighboring repub- 
lic, and they consequently are not disposed 
to join the States in order to obtain political 
privileges and advantages. The sentiment 
of loyalty is Btill strong in their breasts. 
They love the Old Land, tho Old 
Flag, and the name of Queen Victoria is 
connected in thoir minds with a thou- 
sand tender and patriotic associations. 
This loyalty they regard as priceless and 
thoy scorn the idea of selling it for pros- 
pective material advantages, whether they 
ore certain or uncertain. The idea of an- 
nexation on any terms lias not now any 
attraction for Canadians, nor, so far as we 
can seo, is it likely to have. 

Hut Canadians are feeling a desire to bo 
be more closely united to tho Mother Coun- 
try than they now aro. They want their 
country to be a full partner in tha biy lull- 
iah concern. They do not see very well 
how this partnership is to be brought about, 
but the prospect of its accomplishment is 
peculiarly grateful to very many of them. 
To ba a full sharer iu tho prosperity, the 



power, tho privileges and tho gloryof Oreat 
Britain is, theso Canadians believe, a good 
enough position for tho Dominion for all 
time to come. It is only lately that this 
has been regarded us tho possible destiny 
of Canada. It is not yet proved that it is 
feasible but every day is adding to tho 
n umber of those who feel that this is a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished. 



A GLARING INJUSTICE. 

The Dominion Government appears de- 
termined by its parsimony and its injustice 
to alienate, the people of British Columbia. 
It has just been guilty of an act of official 
Bhabbiness that excites contempt and in- 
dignation wherever it is known. Without 
a word of warning it has cut down tho sal- 
aries of the post-office officials drawing eight 
hundred dollars and under, seven and a 
half dollars a month. This affects as many 
as twenty-four officials in the Victoria ollico 
and leaves the letter carriers with a salary 
of S-i— i a month, which is less than China- 
man's wages. No white man can live at all 
decently or comfortably on such low pay in 
this city. What makes the act of the de- 
partment harsher and harder to be borne, is 
that tho only notice the ollioials had of the 
reduction was when the pay sheets were re- 
turned with so large a proportion of their 
low s ilaries cut off. 

The elei ks and letter carriers who have 
been placed on starvation wages by the Post 
Ollice Department, have the sympathy of 
the whole community. The men occupy 
places of trust, they have to work hard, 
and common sense and common justice re- 
quire that they should bo paid at the ordin- 
ary rate in this country for men similarly 
employed. 

We see that a movement is on foot to 
have the sessional allowance of members 
raise from one thousand dollars to fifteen 
hundred dollars. It does look singular to 
see the representatives of the people de- 
manding higher pay for their own services-- 
while they permit the Government to cut 
down the salaries of hard worked officials to 
the starvation point, and, if they happen to 
have families, below it. If the Government 
made a few enquiries as to the ordinary 
rate of wages in tins province, they 
w ill see how their scurvy treatment 
of Post Ollice officials is regarded 
by the citizens of Victoria. It is no wonder 
that the Postmaster here finds it difficult to 
keep his staff in anything like an efficient 
state. A clerk in the Post Office soon finds 
that he cannot live on his salary aud keep 
up a respectable appearance. He is, there- 
fore, continually on the look-out for another 
position, and as soon as he sees a chance he 
leaves the Government's service, and the 
Postmaster must then get another green 
hand who, in his turn, is oil almost as soon 
as he gets acquainted with the routine of 
tho ollice and is of uso. 

Under this starvation system tho work of 
the Post Oiiice cannot be well done. Tho 
people, knowing how badly the clerks and 
carriers are paid, and the difficulties under 
which the Postmaster does his work, have 
given up all hope of securing any improve- 
ment, and it is only when some glaring act 
of injustice, like the one we are now com- 
menting upon is committed, that their dis- 
content and indignation find expression. 

It may be that the authorities in Ottawa 
have come to the conclusion that the people 
of British Columbia are so patient and so, 
good-natured that they will bear any 
amount of ill-treatment without resenting 
it. They are patient, very patient, it is true, 
but if the Government is not blind it 
must see that there is a limit to their 
patience. There are a good many indica- 
te see, which should warn it that the 
strain on the party loyalty of liritish 
Columbians has become too severe. One of 
those signs is that the strongest party men 
are the loudest in their complaints of the 
treatment that the province is receiving, 
and another is that no one attempts to 
justify tho policy which the Government is 
pursuing towards this province. What 
could be more significant or more omnious 
than this ? 



A LITTLE OUT. 



Our respected contemporary, tho Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer, is mistaken if it thinks 
that we resent its description of Grover 
Cleveland. We have no feeling about the 
matter except one of surprise that so intel- 
ligent an observer should come to conclu- 
sions respecting the ex- President differing 
so widely irom hundred of thousands of 
sensible men in the United States and in 
other lauds. We merely suggested that our 
contemporary, when it found that its esti- 
ruate of Mr. Cleveland was 80 very much 
lower than that of a host of men who knew 
him well aud were competent tn form an 
intelligent opinion on what cainc undor 
their observation, had good reason to doubt 
the soundness of its own judgment. 
There is no law that we know of to prevent 
any man calling the sun "a miserable old 
penny dip that never did or could do any 
good to any living creature." Hut is it not 
much more likely that this denouncer of the 
sun was ignorant or stupid, or blinded by 
anger or prejudice - than that the millions 
who believe the old fellow to have done 



some good to tho world should bo labor- 
ing under a Btrong delusion. This is our 
" logic." Tho partisan escimato of public 
men is often almost as absurd iib tho dc- 
nounciation of our imaginary vilifier of tho 
glorious old suu, aud lo thoso who have any 
sense of humor almost as amusing. 



VERY FASTIDIOUS. 

Tho Times rebukes us because wo ex- 
pressed the hope that tho Lieut. -Governor 
would call upon Mr. Pooley to form a now 
Ministry in a column parallel to that in 
which we announced the death of the Hon. 
John Rdbson. Wo did not think that our 
contemporary was so silly as to utter so 
stupid a reproach. It s -ys itself that tho 
Government died when tho Premier died. 
It ought to have known that it wna the 
duty of tho Lieut.- Governor to take steps to 
surround himself with advisers who pos- 
sessed tho confidence of a majority of the 
representatives of tho people without a 
moment's unnecessary delay. The province 
must have a constitutional Government. 
Knowing this we were quite certain that the 
Governor would not allow many hours to 
pass before ho requested some public man to 
tuko upon himself the duty of forming a 
Government. We did not require to bo 
told that Mr. Pooley would be acceptable 
as Premier, not only to tho Conservatives of 
the Province, but to very many who have 
taken an independent stand since the general 
election. Mr. Pooley is known to be an 
upright, honorable gentleman, who will 
conscientiously perform any duty which ho 
undertakes, aud wo only voiced the general 
desire when we mentioned his name in con- 
nection with the Premiership, The time 
was most opportune to make the suggestion, 
and no one who possesses even a glimmering 
of common sense would think of saying that 
it whs " in bad taste." Business must be 
done and duties must bo performed no mat- 
ter who dies or what happens. There is 
therefore nothing contrary to good feeling 
or good taste in alluding to such business 
and Buch duties at the earliest possible 
opportunity. 

THE RIGHT MAX. 

The Times informs the public that Lieu- 
tenant-Givernor Nelson has asked the lion. 
C. E. Pooley to form a Government and 
that Mr. Pooley, after signifying his wil- 
lingness to make tho attempt, requested a 
few days' time to consult his friends. We 
do not know where our contemporary ob- 
tained its information, but we sincerely 
hope that it is true. If Mr. Pooley accepts 
the Premiership ho will be the right man in 
the right place. We gather from its tone 
that tho organ of tho Opposition does not 
like the prospect of Mr. Pooley 
being the leader of tho Government. 
This does not surprise us for it 
must know that a Government led 
by Mr. Pooley will be a strong Govern- 
ment, und that it will attract to it Bonio of 
the men whom the Opposition believe they 
have secured. We do not generally place 
much reliance on tho political forecasts of 
the Times, but wo arc sure that, if it is right 
in saying that Mr. Pooley is engage. 1 in 
forming a Government, tho news will be 
most welcome to every true Conservative in 
the Province, and to many others.

THE VILLAIN'S DON'T PURSUE HER 

Little Koo Kim Satisfied With Her New Vic- 
toria Home. 

Tho rescue of Boo Kim from the gang of 
Chinese toughs who fought so hard to re- 
tain possession of her, is one which reflects 
great creoit on the managers of the Chinese 
Rescue Home. The case, as reported in the 
dispatches from Nov.' Westminster, is one 
which excited much interest both in that 
place and here. 

Her husband was one of the ringleaders 
of the plot to force the unfortunate woman 
to remain in a life of shame. After a hard 
light the girl was brought here, and is now 
in the Rescue Home. 

At first, the many stories of alleged 
cruelty in the Koine, with which the Chinese 
who wished to keep her from entering had 
frightened her, caused tho girl to be doubt- 
ful, but she has since become very well sat- 
isfied. The matron of the Home reported 
Boo Kim to he in a very good frame of 
mind, yesterday, and fully reconciled tn 
her new condition. She will be kept until 
such a timo as some judicious disposition 
of her case can he made.

Of the Provincial Royal Jubilee Hos- 
pital-Roports of Work of 
the Past year. 

.New Directors Elected ill Place of 
Those Retiring.-? Some Very In- 
teresting: Information. 

Tho annual meeting of the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee Hospital was held yesterday 
afternoon at the Uty Hall, the vice-presi- 
dent, Mr. C. Hayward, in tho elnvir. There 
were present Messrs. C. K. Redfern, I. 
Braverman, W. M. Cliudley, Thos. Shot- 
bolt, A. Wilson, J. Brown, A. C.' Flumer- 
felt and H. M. Yates, secretary. Tho min- 
utes of last annual meeting wcro read and 
confirmed and, after other routine business, 
the second annual report of tho direct jrs 
was read a3 follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen,— ThoDlrecto beg 
to submit their second annual report or the 
working of tho institution. 

Although tlio general i.utcomc of t .ho year, 
from a!l sources, may bo considered 1 argo, the 
Directors rigret to report thai they anve boon 
unable to provide tor the (luatir.g debt of 
S8 710.81. Tins has been and still is a source of 
(treat anxioiy to them and forms a heavy in- 
cumbrance. Several eft'ons have been made, 
unsuccessfully, to raise a mortgi.co of $2j,elKi 
tovayoir tho floating debt of $8,710.81, Hie 
existing mortgage of |15;90, &ud leave a sur- 
plus of about $2,000 for further additions to the 
buildings, thus consolidating tho dubt into one 
'sum of $25,000. 

The amount coukl have been rondily ob- 
tained, but the personal guaranteo of the di- 
rectors was in every cuso required; this, of 
courso, was quite out aC question, the directors 
not being a lUed body, but olectcd annually. 
Negotiations aro. however, still pending for 
such loan of $25 000 una will probably como be- 
fore the now board of directors in a inoro prac- 
tical form to deal with than hitherto. At the 
same time they have not losL sight of the 
present Information that tho city coencil are 
about to refund a sum of over $30,000 for taxes. 
A larg* number of promises have been made 
by generous citizens to contribute thoir por- 
tion of such refund to the institution. Should 
this mov.inent. as a wh do, provo successful, 
tho diroctora would bo enabled to clear off all 
liabilities and leave a turplus. To facilitato 
tho matter the directors deemed it of such im- 
portance that two paid canvassers f' -rono week 
I weredotniled to obtain a list of those catitli" 
to such refund and obtai.i lb-sir promises, 
ciiculai was also issued appealing to each of 
the personf whoso names aio on tho list for 
tho refund. 

It is premature to make any ostimato of the 
amount to bo realized but from tho uumberoi 
cheorful promises so far given, the oirectors 
are hopeful or a satisfactory result. Tho am- 
bulance outfit generously donaicd by Major 
Dupont. at a cost of 8500, is now nearly eon 
structed at Montreal and will probably arrive 
here during Jul) and be in full working order 
by the 1st of August. 

The estlmito of f'-es from pi.y patients in last 
year's report was §S,000. Tho actual receipts 
were $7,K(9.45. Hud the arrearB now duo been 
rocoived (though some of thorn aro very doubt- 
ful) tho estimate would have been slightly ex-

Tho comfort and attention given to every 
class of patients it the hospital has now estnb 
lished its repuiation, and with tho increased 
scale o." charges now in force tho income from 
this source during tho ensuing year will pro- 
bably reach § OtO.

The following report of the resident Bur- 
geon was read and received : 
To the President and Board of Directors : 

Gentlemen— 1 havo tin- honor to submit to 
you tho following report of tho work done in 
tho Hospital during tho year endiug May 31, 
1892 : 

Thoro has been a steady increase in tho num- 
ber of patients. 

I Hiring tho la d winter It was nccossary to 
refuse admittance to seve al patients on ac- 
count of inrutllcien-. accommodation, and I 
fear that theru will bo a much larger number 
of such cases next winter. 

Many of the pay patients havo enmo from 
distant places on tho Island, Mainland, and 
Sound showing, I think, that, tho Hospital is 
gaining a widespread reputation. 

It has been necessary to admit andrarofor 
scve al old men who could hardly be consider- 
ed fit cases for hosph al treatment, but in tho 
absence of any provision by tho city authori- 
ties thoy havo had lo bo treated. 

Tho Training School for nu ses has boen sat- 
isfactorily estublisned, and wo are indebt'-d to 
thoso members of our medical stair wh ■ have 
sacrificed their timo in delivering courses of 
lectures to che pupil nurses. 

Our friends and visitors have been moro gen- 
• rem- than over In their donations to iho pa- 
tients, nnd have earned our do pest gratitude.

Tho attention of marine men is specially 
directed to the sale of steamers and scows 
advertised for noon to-morrow by Mr. Geo- 
Byrnes, auctioneer. The sale takes place 
at tho oflico of Messrs. Rand Bros., Van- 
couver, and tho well known tugs Vancouver 
and Swan are among the craft to be sold. 

Steamer City of Puebla'a San Francisco 
freight for Victoria yesterday amounted to 
a little over 108 tons. The steamer arrived 
here at about 5 o'clock last evening. 

Tug Hope came down from Valdez Island 
yesterday, bringing with her a large boom 
of logs for the \V. P. Say ward mill. 

Large quantities of new hay are now bo- 
ginning to come in from the Fraser river, 
on tho steamer B. P. Rithet. 

Steamer Alert arrived in yesterday with 
a scow load of coal from Nanaimo. Another 
scow load of coal was also brought in, 
shortly after the Alert arrived, by the tug 
Falcon. 

Steamer Danube will probably sail for 
Comox to-day to take on a cargo of coal for 
Her Majesty's war Bhips now in Bohring 
Sea. > 

Tho sloop Annie, from Tumbo Island, and 
the sloop Champion from Oak Hay, arrived 
in port yesterday, 

The steamship Prah Nang arrived down 
from Nanaimo early yesterday morning, anil 
will sail fur the Orient this morning, at ID 
o'clock. She carries only a few passengers, 
most of whom are Chinamen from Victoria, 
but her cargo is heavy, being composed 
principally of Hour from Tacoma, coal from 
Nanaimo, and lumber and spars from Vic- 
toria. Of the latter she loaded yesterday 
two scow loads which the steamer Etta 
White had brought over from Vancouver. 

While towing a couple of vessels out to 
sea on Wednesday evening, the tug Lome 
met with a little misfortune which detained 
her and her two tows in the Royal Roads 
until early morning. One of tho large 
hawsers attached to ouo of the boats in tow 
got loose and in some way wound around 
the tug's propeller. A diver was immedi- 
ately dispatched from the city, and he after 
a few hours' work loosened the rope, and 
tho Lome was able to proceed with her 
work. 

Steamer Maude with a full load of coal 
from Nanaimo, arrived in last evening. 
She will leave on her regular semi-monthly 
trip to Alberni and Barclay Sound proba- 
bly this evening.

THREATENED " WALK 0UT.' ; 

Post Office Clerks and Carriers Com- 
plain Loudly of Injustice 
Don*; Them. 



The Annual Salary Cut Will not he 
Borne- Outcome of an Indig- 
nation Sleeting. 



A pending strike of the employes of tho 
post-ollice was an absorbing topic of con- 
versation, yesterday evening. So much 
depends upon the harmonious carrying out 
of the work of this department, that all 
classes are more or less affected by any 
friction which may be introduced. 

The cause of the present dissatisfaction is 
the old, old story — the cutting down of the 
wages of tho carriers and junior clerks. 

There are no* employed nine carriers 
and eleven clerks, whose monthly wages 
are as follows : The carriers get S30 
regular wages and a provincial allowance of 
$10, making $-)() per mouth in all; tho 
clerks get §3 per month more as regular 
wages, and the same provincial allowance. 
This is certainly small enough, but the men 
were astonished when their checks came in 
this month to find a reduction of S7 HO in 
the provincial allowance, thus cutting down 
their wages to an amount which they claim 
is totally inadequate, both us a means of 
support, and as payment for tho work per- 
formed. 

An indignation meeting was held yester- 
day afternoon, and for a time it appeared 
as though a walk out would take place 
at once. The men cooled down a little, 
however, and resolved to wait live days to 
see if some steps cannot be takeu to remedy 
the dillieulty. 

The inattel whs laid over till Tuesday, 
when the men claim unless something can 
bo done to at least restore the old wages 
they will walk out in a body. 

Postmaster Shakespeare, when appealed 
to by the men, saiil lie knew nothing of tho 
causes of the reduction, nor hail he received 
any notification of the same until the re- 
mittances came from the Government. 

A number of prominent men when ap- 
pealed to by the clerks and carriers ex- 
pressed themselves as being in sympathy 
with the demand for a reinstatement of the 
old scale of wages. Even with the for- 
mer amount paid it was difficult to get men 
to remain for any length of time, and the 
constant changes have been a source of an- 
noyance for some time owing to the fact 
that the nature of tho work is such that it 
takes considerable experience to do it 
quickly and satisfactorily. 

The men appear resolved to insist on not 
continuing at. the new rates, and unless 
some arrangement can be made in the next 
few days they will in all probability "go on 
strike."

Remains of the Late Premier to be 
Brought From England . 
to Victoria. 

A Public Funeral Will be Accorded, 
and Will Take Place 
About July 20. 

From ono end of the province to tho other 
grief at the death of Hon. John Robson iB 
universal. Tho news of the unexpected de- 
cease created a feeling which hung liko a 
funeral pall over tho whole country, and the 
sorrow felt is just as sincere as it ia general. 
Those who best knew tho dead Premier were 
thoso who best loved him, while many who 
had not been so circumstanced as to come 
into immediato contact with him, had learn- 
ed to respect, admire and esteem him for 
his many virtues, Iub conspicuous ability, 
and for tho noble work he had done in the 
interests of the province. 

It has been arranged to bring tho remains 
to this city for interment, and there will bo 
a public funeral held on their arrival here. 
This, it is thought, will bo about July 20. 
Tho casket will be sent from England on 
ono of tho Allan Line steamers to Montreal, 
thence to Victoria, over the C. P. R. The 
arrangements here will be made by the rela- 
tives of i he late Premier and his old time 
colleague.". 

The comments of the press, both Island 
and Mainland, show how deeply the loss is 
being felt. The Times of lust evening says 
it joins in all sincerity in the regrets ex- 
pressed by the public generally for tho hon. 
gentleman's sudden demise. 

1 1 continues : 

" No person with oven sliirht knowledge of 
Mr. RoDSOn's personality and his career in this 
province couhi help feting startled and pained 
by the mournful Intelligence which came yes- 
terday, and we believe that not oven Ins strong- 
est political foes will hesitate to j ield to his 
memory a HttiiiK tribute. Mr. Rob.io i K'lve to 
the service of this provinco a very large amount 
of sovere labor and mental diudgery, so large 
an amount, indeed, that his da) s wore almost 
certainly shortened in consi quonco. For Ida 
dovo ion to her in erosis and for tho abldty 
which he brought to herservicc, Bri ish Colum- 
bia may well hold him in grateful reuuni- 
branco. 

Tho Nanaimo Free Press, in announcing 
the death, Baid: 

" This news will be received with regret and 
dismay by the citizons of this provinco gener- 
ally, where he hud teslded since '8511. advanc- 
ing from a faboror to tho P/imlorshlp of tho 
piovince by his sterling integrity and striking 
executive ablb ties. Time wi.l only permit us 
In this i-suo to make the bare announcement 
that will be a shock from one end of tho pro- 
vinco to tho other." 

The Vancouver Telegram said: 

"The announcement of his death islikea bolt 
from a clear sky a thing totally unexpected by 
the public at large. We need not Buyihaithe 
Hon. Mr. Robsou's death will be widely lament- 
ed in British Columbia. .No man in the 
provinco waa bettor known or more highly 
esteemed " 

The News- Advertiser which has been in 
opposition in politics, said: 

"Weare sure that wo aro only expressing the 
feeling of the v«st mnjority of the people of 
British Columbia, when we say that the news 
of Mr. hobsou's death will bo received with 
general regret. While there re a large num- 
ber of the people of t hi i P ovinco who are op- 
posed to many details of the policy of M r. I ob- 
son'a administration, thero are many of them 
who fully realize that tho late Premier had 
given many years of his lit o and tin* results of 
bis labor lud experience to the interests of tho 
province, and that it was bis ambition and de- 
sire that tho progress of British Columbia 
under his direction should be steady and im- 
portant. " ' ■ Perhaps, after all the manner 
and place of his sudden depai ture— while n a 
state mission of great moment, and In the capi- 
tal of tho Kmpiro, of ono of bo par s of which 
ho whs the foremost citizen— wore such as -Mr. 
Robson would himself huvod-cmed moat suita- 
ble and appropriate as tho endingof hiscaieer.' 

Tho Vancouver World of Tuesday, in ita 
brief announcement of the Premier's de- 
mise, said : 

We have lost our greatest statesman, who 
was j ist on the eve or reiiiingirnm politics u. 
occupy the distinguished position of the 
Qui en's reprcscii'ativo in this portion of the 
Empire, lie died in harness, manning schemes 
for i ho hot torment of the province he lovad bo 
well. No greater calamity could have befallen 
the countiy at this lime. 

At a special meeting of tho members of 
the Cabinet, of which the late Premier had 
been the leader, held yesterday morning, a 
resolution of condolence with Mrs. Robson 
and relations of the deceased, was passed, 
and ordered to be cabled to London, where 
Mrs. Robson now is. 

A special meeting of the directors of the 
Victoria Young Men's Cliiioliaii Associa- 
tion wus held yesterday, when tho follow- 
ing resolution wus passed : 

lie it resolved: That Ibis board expresses 
Its sorrow at the irreparah o loss su tallied by 
our associat ion through tho death of its presi- 
dent, tho lion. John Robson. who for so 'Qng 
past lias, by his efficient work and help, been 
Indeed a father to this Insli'udon ; also io olf/or 
their earnest sympathy and cenuol' nr-o to his 
widow and family in their sad and unexpected 
bereavement, una would commend tlu-ni iothe 
protecting earn and consolati >n of our lo' log 
Heavenly ¥ at bur, whoa i ear is ever open io tho 
cry of the widow and the fatherless.
